Recent events have drawn attention 


to some very serious defects In the old 
conventions, and It la feared that be- 
fore long France and Germany will De- 
come havens of refuge for a certain 
class of American criminals. 


Within the past fortnight the Chief 


of Police of Hoboken cabled a. request 
to the Paris municipal authorities to 
arrest and return to the United States 
a man named Sasola, on the charge of 
grand larceny. 


The French authorities were surpris- 


ed at the request,, coming not through 
the American embassy, but from 
a 


quarter- officially 
unknown to the 


French Government 


Bow street officers frequently locate 


and place under surveillance fugitives 
from justice In New York upon the 
cabled request of the New York Chief 
of Police, but they do not attempt to 
arrest them unless the American em- 
bassy Itself makes the request. 


So, likewise, the Parisian authorities 


turned to the American embassy, and 
finding that no regular application had 
been' made for Sasola's 
extradition, 


placed him at-liberty. 


It happened that In the course of 


the proceedings It was discovered by 
the French authorities that there was 
absolutely no provision In the extra- 
dition treaty for the surrender of a 
prisoner charged with grand larceny. 
The treaty .Itself Is of ancient date, 
having fceen^7n«£de~ln 184S. and though 
It was amended In 1846 and again In 
1858, the omission was never supplied. 
The treaty with Prussia and the Ger- 
many states, made In 1852, likewise 
falls to Include grand" larceny as an 
extraditable' crime.

Discusses a System of Agricultural 


Education for the State of 


California. 


BERKELEY, Dec. 28.—An interest- 


ing paper was read before the Teach- 
ers' Institute by A'. C. True, director 
of the United States office of experi- 
ment stations. His subject was, "A 
System of Agricultural Education for 
California." 
His paper follows: 


"The American system of agricijlt- 


ural education is in a formative stage. 
Different features of this system have 
been more or less worked out in dif- 
ferent parts 
of 
the 
country, 
"Un- 


doubtedly differences in local 
condi- 


tions and requirements will, always 
cause 
considerable 
variety 
in 
the 


agencies for this education In the dif- 
ferent States. But as time' goes on 
we may expect substantial uniformity 
in the maJn features of the 
system 


throughout the country. 
Now that 


the extension of agricultural instruc- 
tion from the college to the secondary 
and elementary schools Is being wide- 
ly discussed, it will at least; help to 
bring the whole subject more clearly 
before the public mind if outlines of a 
fairly complete system of agricultural 
education are drawn up. 
I " have, 


therefore, at the request of Superin- 
tendent Barr, 
undertaken 
to 
make 


such an outline ivith special reference 
to California. Though I may thereby 
reveal my Ignorance regarding educa- 
tional matters in this'State, I hope at 
any rate to present sufficient points 
for an interesting and profitable dis- 
cussion of this matter by tliose "Who 
are fully acquainted with the local 
conditions. 


NATIONAL. AGENCIES. 


"The presentation of this 
subject 


for any one State would be Incom- 
plete without reference to the Na- 
tional agencies for agricultural educa- 
tion, since these are closely linked to 
the agencies operating wholly within 
the several States. The United States 
Department ot Agriculture is a very 
comprehensive agency for the promo- 
tion of agricultural advancement and 


, education. It collects a vast mass of 


information 
at 
home 
and 
abroad 


through explorations, laboratory and 
field researches, statistical 
inquiries, 


etc., and distributes this information 
through technical and popular publi- 
cations and "in other ways. It main- 
tains an extensive agricultural library, 
books from which are made available 
for the use of Investigators and col- 
lege teachers in the States. It gath- 
ers together a considerable force of 
young men, who are trained in its la- 
boratories, and many of whom return 
to work In State agricultural institu- 
tions. It deals with the inspection of 
livestock and foo^ls in connection wltli 
interstate and 
foreign 
commerce. 


Through Its office of experiment sta- 
tions It directly promotes the inter- 
ests of the State agricultural colleges' 
and experiment stations and is con- 
ducting- an active propaganda for the 
extension of 
agricultural 
education. 


Through many of its bureaus it 
co- 


operates -with fche colleges ami stations 
in a great variety of agricultural in- 
vestigations. 


GIVING AID. 


"The association of American agri- 


cultural colleges and experiment sta- 
tions brings together in its 
annual 


conventions representatives of the col- 
leges and' stations 
throug-hout 
the 


United 
States for the discussion of 


methods 
of 
management «and work 


of these institutions, and through Ita 
standing committees is doing 
much 


to systematize agricultural 
education 


and research in this country. 
The 


association has now- undertaken 
to 


maintain a National graduate school 
of agriculture. This school will offer

struction -will be discussed by leading 
experts gathered out\ol the agricult- 
ural colleges. This school will have 
a session next summer at the Univer- 
sity o$ Illinois.

riculture in this country. As we shall see 
later on, I shall endeavor to meet the 
plea for more practical instruction in ag- 
riculture by advocating the establishment 
of secondary schools in which agriculture 
shall be so taught as to turn boys' faces 
to the farms. But then we shall need the 
College of Agriculture at the University 
all, the more to train the teachers for 
these secondary' schools.

This can best be ob- 
tained in a modern university. 
"In this connection it is well to remem- 


ber that there Is only one purely agri- 
cultural college In the 
United States. 


Most of the agricultural and mechanical 
colleges approximate the State Univers- 
ities in the range of their courses of in- 
struction. This is particularly true of the 
most successful agricultural colleges. In 
the early days various circumstances led 
to the establishment of the so-called ag- 
ricultural colleges in a number of, states 
as separate Institutions, but this move- 
ment has spent its force and the ten- 
dency now is toward consolidation -. of 
higher education in various lines in broad 
institutions. Lately two of the agricul- 
tural colleges have become State Uni- 
versities. 
Some of our more populous 


and wealthy States may develop their 
agricultural and mechanical colleges into 
second State Universities, and this .has 


agricultural education and 'research have 
of late been put on a strong footing in a 
number of universities, notably. In Illi- 
nois, Ohio, "Wisconsin, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, and New York, thus de- 
stroying the argument that .agricultural

PRESIDENT ELIOT,

sure to appropriate the training of young 
men for the higher values of the scienti- 
fic professions and of business?

No further attention need be paid to the charges hurled in- 


.discriminately at the city officials by -Rev. Robert Whitaker, who 
proclaimed from his pulpit that a carnival of crime prevails in Oak- 
land and that graft and'extravagance permeate the municipal gov- 
ernment. However good the intentions of Mr. Whitaker may be—all 
know where good intentions are laid as pavement—his understanding 
is inadequate to the task he has undertaker^ of reforming the com- 
munity in the way that Samson slew the Philistines. It is a pity Mr. 


(Whitaker does not appreciate the value of truth-telling nor realize 
"the necessity of furnishing direct evidence to substantiate accusa- 
tions of criminality. The police reports, the records supplied by the 
daily press and common observation refute the assertion that there 
is a''Carnival of crime in progress here. Dr. Whitaker, who is a 
Socialist politically, argues that there must be graft and extrava- 
gance because taxes arc higher than he thinks necessary and because 
public.-improvements are not made in accordance with his desires. 
It never occurred to him to examine the Auditor's books to see for 
himself how'the municipal revenues are expended. His sense of 
right is so peculiar that the rate of taxation is deemed sufficient evi- 
dence to justify publicly, proclaiming the whole body of city officials 
thieves. He has a distorted idea of the meaning of the Ninth Com- 
mandment; as Councilman Meese informed him, and he appreciates 
the weight of words so little that he thinks it strange 
the city 


officials should feel outraged by his'wholesale charges of theft and 
maladministration. He takes himself so seriously that he thinks 
other people should take what he has. to say lightly. Apparently 
he is a hopelessly impractical person. He makes.wholesale charges 
of corruption against all in public office on the alleged authority 
of-an anonymous informant, but his queer sense of justice will not 
permit him to disclose either the character or the source of his in- 
formation. 
He will give the Mayor .nor the Council no hint of 


who is stealing and how the grafting is being accomplished. A 
more hopeless entanglement of ideas was never presented. A more 
impossible and ridiculous reformer has never appeared in this or 
any other community. The leaven of common sense appears to be 
wholly lacking from his composition. His good intentions are only 
fit for paving the infernal regions. 


llncle Joe Cannon is right as a trivet when he says this country 


is not going -to the dogs. The people who are. fond 
of saying 


everything is crooked, and that political and business life is hopeless- 


• ly corrupt, are doing nothing themselves to cleanse politics and trade, 
but mope and complain of evils which they say are .beyond .cure. 
•They do all in their power — by word of mouth — to discourage the 
betternfent of social and political conditions and lugubriously sigh 
for a standard of honesty which never existed. Still, the world keeps 
moving and mankind is steadily lifting itself to a higher plane of 
morals and organization. The driftwood in the eddies is merely 
evidence that the flowing stream has left them 'behind to circle in 
the dead water shallows near the shore, oblivious of the mighty 
current that is sweeping its way onward. 


The Butter's Fort Proposition 


The scheme to place the California exhibit at the Portland 


Exposition in Suiter's Fort, S.acramento, as a permanent exhibit is 
not a good business proposition. It is estimated that it will cost 
the State $500 to install the exhibit, and .its future maintainence 
will be a continual source of expense to 
the taxpayers. There 


would be no objection to this expense if it served to advance1 the 
interests of the State and its industries, but that is precisely what an 
exhibit of this character in Suiter's Fort will not do. If the exhibit 
were to be installed in or near the railroad depot in Sacramento it 
would be visited by thousands of travelers, whereas the visitors, to 
Slitter's Fort are comparatively few. Slitter's Fort is situated:-''in 
the outskirts of Sacramento away from the lines of travel and hence 
does not attract many sightseers. The exhibit made by California 
at the Portland Exposition is a valuable and instructive one, and if 
located in the proper place, kept up adequately and maintained per- 
^manently, would be a splendid advertisement of the State's resources 
and industries^ But it would be buried in Suiter's Fort, serving no 
useful purpose commensurate to the outlay, and would soon fall 
into neglect and decay. The board of trade exhibits in Los Angeles 
and Fresno, and at the San Francisco ferry building are worth a 
great deal as advertisements of California, but the location of Sut- 
ter's Fort would deprive an exhibit installed there of all practical 


• value, because very few people, especially travelers from the Eastern 
.- States, would see it. It is well enough to preserve Sutler's Fort as 


a historic relic, but it is no 
ffit place for an exhibit intended to ad- 


' *\'crtise California to the world. 


Democrats in various parts of the country are preparing to

Los Angeles Water Problem, 


The manner in which the whole question of water rate fixing 


and the acquisition of municipal supply has been befogged by the 
absurd.under-estimates of cost presented by politicians and theoret- 
ical engineers without practical experience in actual construction-is 
aptly illustrated by the report of the consulting engineer employed 
by the city of Los Angeles to make a report on the Owens river 
project. At a bound the estimated cost of bringing water to the city 
from Owens river has gone up thirteen or fourteen millions before 
z. pick has been stuck in the ground. When the citizens of Los 
Angeles voted $1,500,000 bonds for the purchase of lands and water 
rights and for surveys and other preliminary work they were con- 
fidently told that the entire scheme could be financed for $23,500,000, 
perhaps . less. Frank Olmstead, the consulting engineer-employed 
by the city, now estimates'the cost of construction at $36,824,669. 
This is exclusive of the cost of acquiring lands and water rights 
and other preliminary expense. Neither does it include the cost 
of a distributing system. It is solely an estimate of the cost of 
bringing water from Owens river to Los Angeles. That the esti- 
mate is a moderate one is shown by the fact that the plans call for 
laying two hundred and ninety-one miles of main pipe line. In the 
opinion of Engineer Olmstead it will taker eight years to construct 
.the system.-during'which-time-interest will' run, against the/cost4o 


the extent of some $6,000,000, bringing the total cost, including the 
preliminary expenditure of $1,500,000—provided the estimates are 
not exceeded—up to nearly $45,000,000. San Francisco is paying in- 
terest on less than $30,000,000 for water. But how is 1,0s Angeles 
to raise this vast sum ? The city now carries a considerable bonded 
debt, and by law -her bonding capacity is limited to fifteen per cent 
of the assesswd valuation of all the property in the city. Assuming, 
however, that the scheme can,'be sucessfully financed, how can the 
plant be made to earn an income sufficient to pay interest on the 
enormous cost of construction plus the expense of operation and 
maintenance? The cost of maintaining a pipe line of such tremen- 
dous length must necessarily be tremendous.

wards. 


Bodies of the lost seamen are now com- 


ing: ashore. 


The flrat body recovered was that of a 


seaman dressed in oilskins and overalls.

more were soon afterward

rolling in the heavy aurt but could not be 
recovered. A number of ship's buckets, 
all marked "Pass of Melfort," were found 
on the beach and not far away in a small 
bay at tho extreme end of Ampltrlte, 
which marks the westerly entrance to 
Barclay Sound, the . ship's 
baromoter, 


broken boats, oars and the figurehead ot 
the wrecked bark came ashore, together 
with other wreckage. 
Two spars were 


visible to watchers from shore washing 
about as though held by other submerged 
wreckage. A torn piece of paper which 
seems ]lke part of the logbook of Captain 
Cougal was fpund on the beach with tho 
name "John Houston" on It, and not Car 
away a watersoaked photograph of xlf- 
teen seamen and apprentices of the Pass 
of Melfort, taken at the break of the 
bark's poop, was fpund on the beach. 


At midnight last night Captain James 


Gauden, agent of Marine and Fisheries, 
received a dispatch from Uclnlet that 
everything possible' was being done to 
recover mor^e bodies and to Identify If 
possible the bodies that haa come ashore. 
There was a whistling buoy recently 
placed ofE Ampltrite Point, but i<; disap- 
peared in a gale'two weeks ago and two 
days before Christmas the government; 
steamer Quadra was sent to look for the 
missing buoy to replace It, but the gov- 
enrment steamer failed to find the buoy 
In a short search and returned to port 
for Christmas. 


The Pass of Melfort Is a British toui'r 


masted steel bark of 2348 tons, ruilt in 
18D1 at Glasgow for Gibson & Clark. She 
was last seen by the British ship Brod- 
rick Castle, which was passed by the 
wrecked bark, and Captain Oleson of the 
Brodrlck Castle, who himsejf had a nar- 
row escape when coming into the straits, 
had expected to find the lost vessel in 
port before him.

MANAGER FRED CLARKE 


There has been so much unkind criticism by the Cincinnati 


newspapers and by Ted Sullivan, who travels about the country 
picking up likely ball players for the Reds, of what they declare to 
be unfair tactics used by Manager Fred Clarke of the Pittsburgh dub, 
in securing the signature of Joe'Nealon of San Francisco to a Pitts- 
burg contract, that the following story printed In the Fittsburg 
Times will give a different light on the affair. According to Father 
Nealon's letter, which is herewith published, Sullivan and the Cin- 
cinnati management received nothing but fair treatment at the hands 
of himself and his son. Following is the story:

mitted that the athlete as a rule, ranks 
lower as a scholar than the man who 
does not train.

little time Is given to pulling up still 
higher the honor man.

The 
delay of Ted Sullivan In getting to 'Fris- 
co loat Nealon to the Reds. Sullivan tele- 
graphed that he would reach 'Frisco on 
a certain .date, but didn't put In an ap- 
pearance.
